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U.S. Big Brass Still Threatening 
To Start World War Over Berlin 





Help for Rob Williams 





Buffalo, August 21—“Stop the KKK 
Murder of Rob Williams.” 

That was the keynote of a meeting of 
the Committee for Afro-American Free- 
dom in Buffalo last Saturday evening. 

The primary purpose of the meeting 
was to raise funds for Robert Williams 
of Monroe, N.C., who is desperately in 
need of money to finance his militant 
paper, The Crusader; and to purchase 
arms for the defense of the beleaguered 
Afro-American people of Monroe, who 
are fighting heroically against the fas- 
cist-like violence of the organized white 
supremacists. $100 was raised for Rob 
Williams at this meeting. 

The first speaker, Mrs. Vera Spruille, 
president of the Mothers Alliance, be- 
gan with the question: 

“Have any of you ever slept with a 
loaded pistol at your bedside, hoping 
against all hope that you would never 
have to use it against another human 
being, but determined to protect your 
life and the lives of your loved ones if 
necessary?” 

She then went on to relate that Rob 
Williams and his family and friends 
had been time and time again the vic- 
tims of attempted murder for their 
battle to end second-class citizenship for 
the Afro-American people of Monroe 
Her account of the fight waged by Wil- 
liams and his supporters drew warm ap- 
plause. 

Members of the Committee for Afro- 
American Freedom had spoken to Rob 
Williams on long-distance phone pre- 
ceding the meeting. Transcripts of his 
report of events in Monroe were dis- 
tributed . Mrs. Ruth Stone, who chaired 
the meeting, read this excerpt from Mr. 
Williams report: 

“We know in this community there

The meeting was called by the new, 
fast-growing and dynamic organization, 
“Freedom Now.” 

A tape of a telephone conversation 
with Williams was played, and a collec- 
tion of $50 was sent to buy food and 
arms for Williams and his supporters, 
who are living virtually in an armed 
camp. 

“Freedom Now” distributed the first 
edition of its Newsletter at the meeting. 
It is a militant and uncompromising at- 
tack not only on the racist crackers of 
the KKK variety, but on “the rich thugs, 
bigots and murderers in and about the 
White House.” 

All who strive to end the vicious per- 
secution of America’s 20 million black 
people NOW, welcome the emergence 
of a new fighting group onto the field 
of battle.

Wall Street Will Invade Cuba Again 
To Recover Its “Lost Plantation” 


‘The delegate from Cuba has tried to 
give the impression that the U.S. some- 
how recognizes the permanence of the 
present regime in Cuba. This we do not 
do and never will do.” 


The speaker was U.S. Secretary of the 
Treasury, C. Douglas Dillon, and the 
occasion was the Punta del Este con- 
ference in Uruguay this month. Dillon 
was pinch-hitting for John F. Kennedy 
himself, who was preoccupied with war 
preparations over the Berlin crisis. 

Dillon’s meaning was simply that Wall 
Street would not forgive the Cuban 
revolution for taking away its lush 
rackets in Cuba and giving the Cuban 
people back their own property. Dillon 
was really saying that U.S. Big Busi- 
ness will find a way to attack Cuba 
agnin. 

Considering how closely the war drive 
is now concentrated on Berlin, and how 
genuinely tense the banker-generals are 
over East Germany, it might appear 
that Wall Street has forgotten or over- 
looked Cuba. 

By no means! Such a conclusion would 
be an unpardonable mistake. It would 
miss the whole point. 

The point is that imperialism is faced 
with defeats and retreats. It is even now 


looking around for an opening for a 
gain or a victory. Like a hungry dog, 
it is more apt to fight over a shrinking 
ration, and like a thirsty dog, inclined 
to go mad. 

Dillon’s success in selling the phony 
“Alliance for Progress” plan to the rest 
of Latin America is, among other things, 
a fianking operation to allay the an- 
tagonism of Latin America to a new in- 
vasion of Cuba. 

Outside of the possibility of Soviet 
intervention, it is the probability of 
South and Central American revolutions 
which up to now has stayed the hand of 
U.S. imperialism in attacking Cuba. 

And even with this probability, the at- 
tack nearly came off last April. 

The danger to Cuba is once more 
growing sharper. The mad money kings 
are determined to defend their money- 
bags at all costs—all costs to the U.S. 
working class, that is. 

Let no one be complacent that Dillon, 
Kennedy and Co. “learned their lesson” 
last April. Let no one fold his hands 
and expect these Big Business politicians 
to let Cuba alone. Let every advanced 
worker raise his voice and demand that 
these enemies of progress keep their— 


Hands Off Cuba! 


Every politically-aware person in the 
world held his breath. The U.S. generals 
held their fingers on the atomic triggers. 
The biggest military aides slept at the 
White House. Kennedy left orders to be 
awakened any time during the night if 
there were an “emergency.” 

Nothing happened. But only because 
of Soviet restraint. 

On August 22, the East German gov- 
ernment warned all persons to stay 110 
yards away from each side of the line 
that divides Berlin into East and West. 
This order was obviously for the pur- 
pose of cooling down hot heads and 
easing the crisis. 

But on August 23, the Western powers 
deployed 1,000 troops, backed by ten 
40-ton United States tanks within the 
110 yard zone. 

American soldiers with machine guns 
took up their positions directly on the 
border. Tanks pointed their guns at the 
Communist barricade. 

According to the New York Times of 
August 24, “There was no sign of Com- 
munist armor” on the Eastern side of 
the border at this point. ? 

Obviously, it is the capitalist West 
that is itching for a military showdown. 

While Kennedy’s war talk has moder- 
ated slightly, the actual preparations for 
war are being stepped up to a furious 
pace. The bombs are rattled, the troops 
are advanced—and the generals “show 
the flag.” 

But it is not merely the military brass 
that engineer the provocations. 


Kennedy’s Ambassador of War 


When Willy Brandt, Mayor of West 
Berlin, sent an impudent letter to Ken- 
nedy demanding action, Kennedy imme- 
diately responded by sending the Vice 
President of the United States to Berlin 
accompanied by Lucius D. Clay, the 
Wall Street general who had organized 
the Berlin airlift in 1948. This in itself 
was a provocation. 

Johnson’s visit was organized and 
whooped up as part of the war prepara- 
tions. He promised to keep West Berlin 
“free.” By this he meant he would 
destroy Berlin in an atomic war rather 
than see it neutralized in the Cold War,

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Don’t Take Those ‘Free Elections’ 
In West Germany Too Seriously 


In West Germany, we are told, there 
are “free elections.” These elections are 
probably about as “free” as the boss- 
manipulated, Wall Street-dominated far- 
ces that are called “free elections” in 
this country. 

As in the United States, the winner 
between two carefully-selected and arti- 
ficially built-up candidates is called “The 
People’s Choice’ and takes his office 
while the defeated party shakes hands 
and goes about his business—usually a 
qnillion dollay business. 

But this is only true so long as the 
struggle is between two representatives 
of the same class. 

Things are different when the “wrong” 
people win! 

Take the case of a union election at 
the “Rheinbaben” coal mine in the West 
German Ruhr during March of this year. 

The miners elected a works council 
from three union caucuses—the Social 
Democrats, the Christian trade union 
group and a slate of progressive inde- 
pendents. This last group was headed by 
Clemens Kraienhorst, a veteran Com- 
munist miner who was a local councilor 
until the banning of the CP in West 
Germany in 1956. 

The vote was 1,794 miners for the 
independent progressive list and 244 for 
the Social Democrats and Christian trade 
union candidates. 

On June 19, the company fired Kraien- 
horst, who had been made chairman of 


the pit council along with his assistant, 
Willi Sadowski, claiming that they had 
“disturbed the peaceful atmosphere of 
the pit.” 

The peace-loving company which 
wanted a “peaceful atmosphere” and 
which owns the Rheinbaben coal mine, is 
the Hibernia Mining Company. 

Chairman of the board of directors 
of this company is Ludwig Westrick, 
who was named as a war criminal by the 
Allies after the Second World War. He 
was one of Hitler’s war economy leaders 
and served as Goering’s special liaison 
man for war industries. 

The great majority of the miners in 
Rheinbaben signed a petition for the 
re-instatement of the two fired union 
leaders. The management refused to 
recognize this majority vote. It not only 
disregarded the will of the majority, but 
successfully flouted the Labor Law of 
West Germany which prohibits the firing 
of legally-elected works council members. 

Now if the workers had used their 
“free elections” to elect someone who 
wanted war against East Germany (and 
of course didn’t want to “disturb the 
peaceful atmosphere” between the work- 
ers and the bosses at home) all would 
have been well. 

The moral of this story is that “free 
elections” are only free to the right peo- 
ple, with the right attitude. 

—And that goes for the United States 
as well as West Germany.

There won’t be any hard times in the 
old palace this year because Britain’s 
democratic-Free-World House of Com- 
mons voted Queen Elizabeth an annual 
allowance of about $1.8 million when she 
inherited the throne.

(This doesn’t 
include her personal fortune, estimated 
at $350 million, making her the second 
richest woman in the world.)

— And Don't Shed Too Many Tears 
Over Berlin’s ‘Poor Refugees’! 


The great majority of the so-called 
“refugees” from East Germany are 
lawyers, teachers, specialists, engineers, 
technicians and higher-paid white collar 
people, and highly-skilled workers gen- 
erally. 

The farm people who are supposed to 
be so “enslaved” by the collective farms 
(where many of them never owned an 
acre of land before the war) did not 
come West at all. 

The poorest workers, who presumably 
are the most unhappy with their lot 
pretty much stayed in East Germany. 

Why? 

Because East Germany is a workers 
republic where the condition of the 
poorest people has improved the most. 

But there are still hardships. And the 
capitalist West is still able to bribe, lure 
and bamboozle large numbers of East 
Germans because these hardships still 
exist. - 

East Germany was the backward and 
undeveloped part of the old capitalist 
Germany—just as the Southern part of 
the United States is the backward, un- 
developed and poorer part of the U.S. 

Up until 1945, East German counts 
and hereditary landlords owned much of 


the land, just as the owners of great 
plantations do to this day in the South. 

But in spite of the great wealth of 
the barons and counts, East Germany 
Was a poor country just as the U.S. 
South is. 

In the United States today, there are 
hundreds of thousands of refugees from 
the South who go North every year. 
There are many more of these refugees 
from the South than there are from 
East Germany to West Germany. 

But you don’t see the higher-paid 
Southerners moving en masse to the 
North today. You see the sharecroppers 
and unskilled laborers of the South mov- 
ing North, just as you see the penniless 
masses of enslaved Puerto Rico moving 
to the mainland, USA. 

Just imagine how it would be if the 
opposite were true. 

If you saw thousands upon thousands 
of white lawyers, judges, cops, store- 
keepers, engineers, foremen and factory 
managers, leaving the South to come to 
the North, and the Afro-American 
masses staying down there, you’d know 
right away what the situation was. 

—Well, that’s basically what the situ- 
ation is in East Germany. 





Why the Big Business Frenzy 
Over a PEACE Treaty? 


It would surprise most Americans to 
learn that the United States has spent 
more than a billion dollars to keep West 
Berlin as a “showcase” for an artificial, 
hot-house “democracy”—at the expense 
of the U.S. taxpayers. 

This is more money than the federal 
government has allotted to public educa- 
tion in the United States during the 
same period. 

The banker-generals can’t find the 
money for better schools. They can’t find 
jobs for over 5 million people, by their 
own reckoning. They can’t even find a 
single dollar to feed the babies of New- 
burgh, New York. But they could find a 
billion dollars to put into the “show- 
case” of Berlin. 

—And they just raised 3.5 billion move 
as a down payment for all the bombs— 
and boys—they’re going to send there. 

Why are they so interested in Berlin? 
Berlin is over a hundred miles inside 
East Germany. 

The answer boils down to this: As 
long as the banker-generals keep their 
foot in the door of Berlin, they prevent 
East Germany from organizing its own 
country in its own way. They also re- 
tain the hope that they can win back 
East Germany for the big landlords, 
counts and capitalists who used to own it. 

That’s why they get into such a frenzy 
whenever the Soviet Union raises the 
question of negotiating for a peace 
treaty. 

A peace treaty would mean a set-back 





to the moth-eaten old Hitler supporters 
who used to rule East Germany. And 
their banker-buddies in the U.S. would 
have to resign themselves to a smaller 
world from which to gouge their rent, 
interest and profits. 

The USSR is not even asking that 
West Berlin become an integral part of 
East Germany—which it rightly should 
be. All that the USSR is asking boils 
down to this: 

That ALL foreign troops (including 
Soviet troops) be removed, and that a 
peace treaty be signed. 

What’s wrong with that? 








The Real Welfare Chiselers 


If you are poor, getting welfare from 
“your” government is made as difficult 
and humiliating as possible. 


But for the rich, getting welfare is 
no problem at all. The government is 
honored to be of help and the newspa- 
pers say that it is in the public interest. 
The amount of welfare aid to big busi- 
ness is so huge and the methods of hand- 
ing it out are so varied that it is hard 
to understand its magnitude. A recent 
relief project for big business in New 
York State illustrates one method of tax- 
ing the poor to make the rich richer. 

After a landslide destroyed an old 
power plant at Niagara Falls, big busi- 
ness interests of that area asked their 
buddies in government to build them a 
bigger and better one so they could have 
plenty of cheap power. Their govern- 
ment friends agreed. 

A taxpayer-supported state agency, 
The New York State Power Authority, 
was given the job of building a brand 
new, jumbo sized power project at the

falls. The agency as a public body is tax 
exempt. 

To finance the job the Power Author- 
ity issued tax exempt bonds. These 
bonds were marketed at a profit by the 
same money interests which controlled 
the power company. The tax-free bonds 
were grabbed quickly by associated 
banking interests. These banking inter- 
ests (largely Morgan) have so far: 
profited from the sale of the bonds, will 
profit from the tax-free loan interest 
they will receive, and later will profit by 
the sale and use of the power. 

The project was to be built on the 
land of an Indian reservation but the 
Indians did not want to sell. Court action 
(paid for by taxpayers) forced them to 
yield. 

In the building of the project huge 
contracts were handed out to needy big 
businesses and a further nice profit was 
enjoyed. 

Finally with the taxpayer-sponsored 
project completed, a deal was made to 
sell most of the power to the private 


Morgan-controlled utility company. The 
power produced by the state agency 
would be abundant and cheap and there 
would be “substantial” rate reductions. 


But the rate cut would only be for in- 
dustry. There wouuld be a “delay” of 
about 5 years in the lowering of resi- 
dential rates, it was stated. 

Since Niagara Mohawk, the utility 
company, would no longer be producing 
power (only transmitting it) another 
state agency, the Council of Parks, pro- 
posed buying property the company no 
longer needed—for a couple of million. 

And at the last report the utility com- 
pany was asking its friends who regulate 
rates, for an increase in the electric 
rates. These rates were already over 
50% higher than in the TVA area. 

However, you may be sure that these 
business interests and their government 
friends will remain opposed to welfare 
for workers. 

They say, “We can’t afford it. Besides, 
it discourages initiative!”
